Birds Have No Difficulty FindinS It In tl.e 


Snow. 


The number of birds that go to tho 


arctic regions to breed is "vast beyond 
conception." They go not by thousands, 
but by millions, to rear their young on 
tho tundra. The cause which attracts 
them is because nowhere in the world 
does nature provide at the same time 
and in the same place "such a lavish 
prodigality of food." That the barren 
swamp of the tundra should yield a food 
supply so great as to tempt birds to 
make journeys of thousands of miles to 
rear their young in a land of plenty, 
only to be found beyond the arctic cir- 
cle, seems incredible. The vegetation 
consists of cranberry, cloudberry and 
crowberry bushes. Forced by the per- 
petual sunshine of the arctic summer 
these bear enormous crops of fruit 
But 


the crop is not ripe until the middle and 
end of the arctic summer, and if the 
fruit eating birds had to wait until it 
was ripe they would starve, for they 
arrive on the very day of the melting of 
the snow. But each year the sn°wde- 
scends on its immense crop of npe fruit 
before the birds have time to gather it. 
It is then preserved beneath the snow, 


fresh and pure, and the melt- 


the snow discloses the bushes 


the unconsumed last year's crop 


on them or lying, ready to be

THEY VOLUNTARILY 
JOINED. 


Some of Them Brought Their BaTjlea WItli 


Them nml Boxed Their EnvH When They 
Showed Signs of Hevity—Experience ol 
Missionaries In India. 


The most; singular audience that I 


ever saw gathered to listen to preaching 
was an audience of monkeys, says an 
India correspondent of the Boston Gold- 
en Rule. 


When I commenced work in the re- 


gion which I have now occupied for 
more than 30 years, I asked two follow 
missionaries to join mo in a preaching 
tour in the adjacent tahik, or county. 
Wo first went with three native assist- 
ants to the taluk town, or county seat. 
Onr tenta were pitched in a grove ad- 
joining the town. 
Wo usually on onr 


tours went two and two to preach in the 
villages; but, this being the taluk town, 
nud tlia first of our preaching the gospel 
in that region, we went in a body into 
the native city. 


Walking throngh the cloth, spice, 


grain and iron merchants' bazaar streets, 
nnd then through the goldsmiths and 
silversmiths' street, around through the 
temple street, and then throngh the 
etreet'of Brahman residences, to adver- 
tise our presence and incite curiosity to 
know what wo were abont, we finally 
took our stand in the Brnhnian street, 
nnd all joined in singing one of the 
beautiful Telngu Christian lyrics and 
gathered an audience of interested lis- 
teners. 


\Vo stood upon a little raiser! platform 


on one side of the street against tho 
house walls. Tho houses wero all of one 
Btory, joined together like n city block, 
with flat roofs and a low parapet along 
Ihe front of the roof. One of our native 
assistants read n portion from the gos- 
pels, nnd auothor preached briefly; then 
one of my fellow missionaries followed, 


sat upon the thigh of the mother, while 
her hand was placed around them in a 
very human fashion, but the sermon 
was evidently ton high for these littlo 
folks to comprehend. Glancing up, I 
saw ouo or the little monkeys cautiously 
roach hia Jiaud around, aud, catching 
hold of another baby monkey's tail, 
give it ft pull. The other little monkey 
struck back, but each mother monkey 
evidently disapproved of this levity in 
church, and each gave its own baby a 
box on the ears, as though saying: "Sit 
down! Don't you know how to behave 
in church?" The Jittlo monkeys, thus 
reprimanded, turned the most solemn 
faces toward the preacher and seemed 
to listen intently to what ho was saying. 


With the exception of a monkey now 


and then trying to catch a flea that was 
biting him in some tender spot, they 
thus sat demurely until the preacher 
finished his sermon and until we had 
distributed gospels and tracts among the 
audience and had started for our tents. 


Our "oeiestial audience," seeing our 


"terrestrial atulieuce" dispersing, then, 
and not until then, loft thoir seats aud 
demurely walked back and sprang upon 
the branches again. 
There wero no 


"monkey capers" as they went. 
They 


wore as serious fia a congregation leav- 
ing a church aud Bat upon tho branches 
in a.meditative mood ns though think- 
ing over what they had heard the preach- 
er say. 
And thna we left our unique 


monkey audience. 


Tine Whipping Post In Boston. 


Alice Morse Barle, in an article on 


"Punishments of Bygone Days," found 
in The Chapbook, after giving John Tay- 
lor tho Water Poet's rhymed descrip- 
tions of corporal punishment in London, 
explains how rapidly flogging came into 
use in Boston : 


The whipping post was speedily in 


full force in Boston. At the session of 
tho court held Nov. 30, 1G30, oue man 
was sentenced to be whipped for steal- 
ing a loaf of bread, another for shooting 
fowl on the Sabbath, another for swear- 
ing, another for leaving o boat "with- 
out a pylntt." Then we read of John 
Pease that for "stry king his mother and 
deryding her he shalbe whipt. " 


Lying, swearing, taking false toll, 


perjury, selling rum to the Indians— all 
were punished by whipping. Pious re- 
card for the Sabbath was fiercely upheld 
by the support of the whipping post. In 
1G43, Roger Scott, for "repeated sleep- 
ing on the Lord's day," and for strik- 
ing the person who waked him from his 
godiess slumber, was sentenced to be se- 
verely whipped. 
Women were not 


spared in public "chastisement. "The 
gift of prophecy" was at once subdued 
in Boston by lashes, as was unwomanly

watched the audience, to study the coun- 
tenances of tho people among whom I 
expected to work. 


I had noticed that behind the houses 


on the opposite side of tho street there 
was a long row of trees growing in their 
back yards, 
tho branches of which 


stretched out over tho flat roofs. 


Chancing to raise my eyes, I noticed 


many branches of those trees beginning 
to bend downward toward the roofs and 
saw the faces of some old jack monkeys 
peering out through tho foliage. Soon 
some of them jumped down and came 
forward to 
BOO what their "big broth- 


ers" in tho street wore about, ns they 
stood gazing so intently at these white 
men standing on tho platform. Spring- 
ing upon tho parapot, they seated them- 
selves, with their hind feet hanging 
over in front, nnd gazing with fixedness 
at the preacher, as they saw tho people 
in the street doing. 


Other monkeys followed, until there 


was a long row of them thus seated on 
the parapet. The late comers I could see 
walking along behind the parapet, look- 
ing for a: place wide enough to get a 
seat Failing to find a wide enough 
place between two already seated mon- 
keys, they would put up their hands, 
and, pushing each one sidewise, would 
seem to be saying, "Sit along a little, 
please, and give a fellow a seat," until 
the "bench" was crowded. 


The audience in the street, standing 


•with tbeir backs toward that row of 
houses, did not notice the monkeys, and 
BO their attention was not distracted by 
them. 


I had noticed that many mother mon- 


keys had brought their babies to church 
•with them. These little bahy monkeys
